Summary 

The classification of Arisaema nikoense s. lat. was revised on the basis of 
recent collections. The populations in the alpine regions of the northern Hida 
mountains and Mt. Hakusan were described as a variety of A. ishizuchiense 
subsp. brevicollum. The populations in the alpine parts of Mt. Kitadake were 
described as a variety of A. nikoense subsp. nikoense. The specimens from 
Hakone and Mts. Tanzawa were referred to A. aprile. 
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
